Snowmobile Safety Concerns 
Discussed at Local Meeting

A meeting designed ts 


meetin g designed ts 
“develop a common under- 
standing on snowmobile 
rules and regulations in 
Crawford Couniy was cailed 
fast week io discuss or- 
dinances applicable to area 
residents and visitors to the 
area. Chaired by Chamber of 
Commerce Manager Walt 
Nowak, the educational ses- 
sion was attended by area 
businessmen and by motel 
owners from throughout the 
area. Particinants in the 
meeting wererepresentatives 
from the Detroit & Mackinaw 
Raliroad, local law enforce- 
ment agencies and represen- 
tatives from the Department 
of Natural Resources. 

The necessity of such a 
meeting resulted from a con- 
cern by D & M officials that 
snowmobilers illegally using 
railroad tracks represented a

significant safety hazard for 
operalors of the vehicies. 
“We just can’t restore 
tives”, Paul Beyer, Mgr. for 
Engineering & Properties for 
0D & M, conciided in his 
presentation while discus- 
sing trespassing of snow- 
mobilers on the company’s 
tracks. Generally speaking, 
James Keavey explained, 
snowmobilers are required 
to operate their vehicles 50 
feet from within each side of 
the middle of the tracks. 


Gary Bird, another D & M 
rep., outlined the company’s 
main concern that snowmo- 
bilers operating within ille- 
gal right-of-way regulations 
were only endangering their 
own Safety. He outlined the 
passing of trains through 
Crawford County, now more 
prevalent than before, and 
presently now arriving on an 


unscheduled basis, making 


the danger of users of the 
tracks even more evident. 

He also outlined the cost 
of replacing a derailed en- 
gine on the tracks, the result 
of trying to avoid a snow- 
mobiler traveling on the 
tracks. 


Pete Stephan, City Police 
Chief, and Sheriff Curt Haas 
explained that only flagrant 
violations of snowmobiling 
laws were being officially 


cited. {n most case ans 


most cases, Haas 
explained, verbal warnings 
and copies of the state’s 
snowmobileregulations were 
being issued. 


Department of Natural Re- 
sources representatives des- 
cribed their trail grooming 
program and explained that a 
lack of state funding requir- 
ed their department to reno- 
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vate an old trail groomer 
since monies available would 
not permit 2 planned acqui- 
sition of a new vehicle. 

Motel owners in the area 
were advised to refrain from 
recommending the use of 
the railroad tracks to snow- 
mobile trails located thruout 
Crawford County, but, in the 
final analysis, all parties 
involved pledged to offer all 
the support and help requir- 
ed to establish a snowmo- 
bile route that will provide 
safe access to trails for local 
citizens, and visitors to our 
area. 

Railroad officials have 
pledged to cooperate in any 
way possible with Crawford 
County officials and sug- 
gestions offered concerning 
river cross-over for snowmo- 
bilers are presently being 
studied by all parties involy- 
ed.

As certainly as darkness follows 
dusk, the beginning of a new year on 
the calendar inevitably means also the 
beginning of a new tegislative year, in 
state capitols across the country as well 
as in Washington. 

And with the emergence of a new 
legistative year the importance of the 
lobbyist comes to the fore again. 

The American lobbyist: Ogre and 
manipulator, or indispensible and inte- 
gral part of the legislative system? The 
lobbyist has been described in both 
wavs — and 
too. ; 

A writer named Feter H. Ottmar 
recently described his version of the 
lobbyist in an article in The Wall Street 


,. Journal. The Ottmar thesis is especially

interesting because Mr. Ottmar has 
worked as a legislative assistant to 
several members of the Congress, and 
looks at the lobbyist in a somewhat 
different manner than those outside the 
legislative system. 

“An effective lobbyist is not neces- 
sarily your media stereotype who wines 
and dines the influential and massages 
assorted power brokers,” Mr. Ottmar 
writes. | 

“Unquestionably, a ceriain amount of 
lavish ‘entertainment and even more 
exotic forms of gentle persuasion go 
on, but it can safely be said that 
moonlight and love songs are definitely 
out of date in this business. 

“The effective lobbyist may. be an 
affable glad-hander, but he must be a 
source of reliable and timely informa- 
tion to be successful. A good lobbyist 
can provide technical expertise as well 
as political savvy to a congressman and 
his staff. The successful lobbyist will 
identify emerging coalitions and know 
how to indulge the inevitable trade- 
making that characterizes the political 
process. A lobbyist who has proven 
helpful to a member can -become a 
confidant and a valuable proponent of 
the member's political aspirations.”

groups” he has encountered in 10 years 
of work on the political scene are the 
‘Yabor, environmental, and gun lob- 
bies.” 

Although much hoorah sounds about 
the power of business lobbies, Mr. 
Ottmar writes, they haven't held a 
candle to the power of the labor, nature 
and gun lobbies. 

Ottmar claims that congressmen are 
too busy to be personally informed on 
every field demanding their attention: 

“A member of Congress must vote an 
literally thousands of pieces of legis- 
lation every year. No one human being 
could possibly absorb all the relevant 
information necessary to vote intelli- 
gently on every piece of legislation that 
comes hefore him. Typically, a Con- 
gressman is left with two sources of 
information: his legislative staff and 
lobbyists.” 

Mr. Otimar also turns to the essence 
of existence for any member of any 
legislative body anywhere — the ability 
to get elected. 

“Above ail,” he writes, “a member 
must be able to understand the political 
realities of his district. Every consti- 
tuency expects and demands certain 
things of its Representative. A success- 
ful politician does not operate in a 
vacuum. Just aS a businessman mar- 
kets his products to the needs and 
expectations of the consumer, the poli- 
ticilan must market himself to his 
constituency. 

“All lobbying activities must be 
considered within the context of the 
needs and expectations of the mem- 
ber’s constituency. Otherwise, the poli- 
tician becomes a laser, and losers don’t 
legislate.” 

Repeat those last three words: Losers 
don’t legislate. That helps explain de- 
cisions rendered by lawmakers every- 
where. Remember that truism during 
the coming months when you attempt 
to unravel why your favorite lawmaker, 
in the state or federal capitol, voted the 
way he-she did. 

Losers don’t tegislate.

until that final decision is 
cast. 

Meanwhile the state Su- 
preme Court ruled that the 
state’s lieutenant governor 
does have the authority to 
cast a tie-breaking vote and 
that vote would be the final 
determining factor. Lt. Gov- 
ernor James Damman was 
forced to cast a tie-breaking 
vote for the gasoline tax 
increase to be approved by 
the Legislature. 

The governor asked for an 
advisory opinion from the 
court to head off any chal- 
fenges by Opponents of the 
tax. Opponents declared the 
state constitution was ‘not 
jenant governor. 

One part of the consti- 
tution said the lieutenant 
governor could vote only in 
the event of a tie and another 
part said a bill could be 
passed only by a majority 
vote of tegislative members 
elected and serving. 

The state’s highest court 
said framers of the constitu- 
tion meant for the lieutenant 
governor to have the auihor- 
ity to vote in a tie situation to 
remove any legislative dead- 
lock.

The split on funding for 
non - therapeutic abortions 
has been the most severe 
difference between the gov- 
ernor and the Legislature 
last year. Last summer, he 
vetoed the entire medicaid 
budget because of the prohi- 
bition written into the bill.
